DDCI stated that Secretary Rusk wants this paper as soon as possible, and 
Kent responded that it would be completed today. Kent also reported that 
a formal NIE on Soviet space activities would be delayed until the comple- 
tion of further tests of boosters by the Soviets, but he noted that a memo 
will be prepared on this subject.
